Fate of an Engineer ‘Who Disobeyed 

Orders. 
TOPEKA (Kan.,) Aug. F. 
P. Skyles, who was in the Sante Fe wreck 
at Hurdland, Mo., on Sunday morning, 
made a statement to Master Mechanic 
John Player a few minutes after the col- 
lision, which makes it reasonable to pre- 
sume that Engineer Humphrey died of 
fright before fhe two engines came to- 
gether. 

As they were approaching the Hurdland 
yards Skyles moved to Humphrey’s side of 
the cab and said: Wasn't it at Gibbs 
we had orders to stop.” Just then the 
headlight of the west-bound train showed 
aroung the curve. Humphrey said not a 
word, nor moved hand. nor foot, but looked 
straight ahead. with glassy eyes at the 
other engine, which was moving at a ter- 
rific rate. Skyles spoke to him again, 
but still the engineer did not move, and 


The other engineer and his fireman re- 
versed their engine and saved themselves 
by jumping. When the collision occurred 
the train was almost standing still, prov- 
ing that if Humphrey's engine had been 
reversed at least a serious wreck oma 
have been prevented. 

Whether Humphreys was dead or ‘nites 
when the two trains collidéd no ohe will 
ever know, but from Skyles’s statement 
it is certain that when he heard Skyles’s 


at the same moment he realized that he 
had done an awful thing and was para- 
lyzed by its enormity, and was actually 
killed * fright.

A Cincinnati Woman Finds Her 
Mother's Murderer.

CINCINNATI, Aug. 15.—A local attor- 
ney has completed some depositions in a 
case that is far beyond the ordinary. Years 
ago two sons and one daughter of Mrs. 
Kieskowsky, a resident of Posen, came to 
this city, where they were respectable 
people. Four years ago the mother mys- 
teriously disappeared from Posen and word 
was sent her. heirs here that the estate 
had been nearly dissipated and the little 
left was in the session of Brockman 
Gardner, a son-in-law of the missing 
woman. 
A year ago Mrs. Beccard dreamed that 
she saw Gardner kill her mother and bury 
‘her. She made inquiries by letters and 
started an investigation that resulted in 
placing suspicion on Gardner. There was 
no tangible evidence until a few weeks 
ago, when workmen were engaged in exca- 
vating for a building. They came upon a 
mutilated body that was identified as that 
of the missing woman and Gardner was 
arrested. The body was identified by two 
wounds which it is believed the accused 
had inflicted while the woman was alive.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—A letter from 
Secrétary Carlisle to Senator Harris re- 
views the condition of the treasury and 
estimates the revenues of the government 
for the next fiscal year. The figures show 
that under the tariff bill just sent to the 
President the revenues would exceed the 
expenditures for the fiscal year ending 
Jun 30, 1895, by $15,000,000. 

The revenue from the sugar duty Secre- 
tary Carlisle placed at $43,000,000, and 
from coal, ‘iron ore and barbed wire at 
$1,000,000: If the House bills were passed 
there would, Secretary Carlisle said, be 
a deficiency next year of $29,000,000.

IT SUITS THE ENGLISH. 

LONDON, Aug. 15.—The Pall Mall Ga- 
zette this afternoon says that Bradford 
kept quiet during the vicissitudes of the 
Wilson bill for fear of prejudicing the 
issue, but that, now that it fs finally ac- 
cepted, rejoicings have broken forth. 

The wool manufacturers of Bradford, 
Leeds and Halifax, where stocks are ab- 
normally low and where business has 
been stagnant for years, expect a revival 
of business as a result of the tariff set- 
tlement in the United States. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
SRGULAR SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 156.—SENATE.— 
At 12:15 O ehen the clerk ot the House 
brought to the Senate the tariff bill. At 
12:27 p.m. the Vice-President signed the 
bill. 

Bills to place coal, iron ore and barbed 
wire on the free list were then read. 
Then Senator Harris had a letter read 
which he had received from Secretary 
Carlisle concerning the effect of the pro- 
posed. bills upon the revenues. 

Senator Berry called up the Free Sugar 
pill. Senator Harris, while favoring free 
sugar, thought this and other bills should 
be referred to the Finance Committee. 
Senator Berry said the Senate had been 
charged with being a friend of the Sugar 
Trust. He wanted the bill to pass ex- 
actly as it came from the House. Senator 
Harris said an early report should be made 
by the committee. 

At this point Senator Cockrell 1 
the conference report on the General De- 
ficiency bill. The only dispute was on 
$1,800,000 for Southern war claims to 
which the House would not agree. He 
moved that the Senate insist on this point. 
Senator Sherman moved that the Senate 
recede from its amendment, but his mo- 
tion was lost, and Senator Cockrell's was 


carried. 


Senator Cockrell also presented the con- 
ference report on the Sundry Civil bill 
and it was agreed to. 

Senator Vest resumed his speech on 
Senator Harris’s motion to refer the Free | 
Sugar and other, bills to the Finance 
Committee. He said it meant death to 
the bills, as the committee was practically 
‘a tie with a prospect of the disappearance 
of the quorum within a few days. He de- 
clared the position of the Senate on the 
tariff had been vindicated by the letter 
of Secretary Carlisle, who proved conclu- 
sively that if the House Dill had been 
enacted, it would have caused a deficiency 
of $30,000,000. He showed that the power 
acquired by the Sugar Trust was the 
result of its fostering by the nun, ot 
the McKinley bill. 

At the conclusion of Senator Vest's 
speech, Senator Jones offered an amend- 
ment to the Sugar bill, which was read for- 
information. Its object was to levy a: 
duty of 30 per cent. on sugar with no pro- 
tection to the trust. The amendment was 
not in order, as the bill was - before 
the Senate. 

Senator Mills then delivered the speech 
which he has been treasuring. up for sev- 
eral days. “The bill which has been pend- 
ing here,“ he said, and which is about 
to become a law does ‘not reflect the senti- 
ments of one thousand people f the 
United States. No Republican -wanted it, 
no Populist wanted it and few Democrats 
wanted it. The great mass of people con- 
demned it.” 

He exclaimed, dramatically: “The bill 
was dictated by five or six or seven men 
on this floor. My friend from Missouri 
(Mr. Vest) is right in saying there is no 
Democratic majority on this floor for tariff 
reform. There are four parties on this 
floor, Republicans, Democrats, Pepulists 
and ‘Conservatives.’ The ‘Conservatives’ 
ba ange of power made the bill. They 
voted for it and passed it and it has be- 
come a law. We were between the devil 
and the deep sea, and rather than sve the 
bill go. to the devil we went to the deep 
sea. It is better than the McKinley law.“ 

Turning to another branch of Senator 
Vest’s speech he said: 
my friend attack the President of the 
Uniteé States. I believe he is honest and 
I believe he is trying to carry ont the 
will of 6,000,000 Democratic voters. The 
letter ef Secretary Carlisle is no condem- 
nation of the President’s letter to Mr. 
Wilson. The President's letter to Mr. Wil- 
son was written because he departed from 
the Democratic principles of free raw ma- 
terials. ..The President wanted to give 
employment to the wie people of the 
country.

Senator Mills said his purpose was to 
challenge the assertion of the Secretary 
of the Treasury that the removal of the 
sugar duty would cause a deficit.

He 
(Vest) had his strong differences with the 
Senator on the tariff and had written a 
letter long ago to the Greystone Club, stat- 
ing his objections to the policy of Mr. 
Gorman and supporting President Cleve- 
land for his position on revenue reform. 

But,“ continued Senator Vest, I be- 
long to no man. I belong to no faction, 
and I am neither Montague nor Capulet; 
York nor Lancaster. I can never follow 
one who does violence to the principles 
of the Democratic party.” 

Senator Mills followed Senator Vest, 
claiming that the Senate bill did not re- 
flect the sentiments of ten thousand people 
of the United States.

Vice-President Howard of the A.

Commissioner Kernan assured 
him that the investigation should be thor- 
ough.

Managers that they would back up Pullman 
during the strike.“ 

‘Howard then entered inot an exhaustive 
recital of the troubles leading up to the 
original Pullman strike. The men had an- 
nounced their intention to strike, he said, 
but, on “being assured. by the company’s 
officials that the employees’ grievances 
would be investigated, he urged the men to 
go back to work.

Pierced by a Sword Fish,

PORT TOWNSEND (Wash.,) Aug. 8 
The barkentine C. C. Funk, pow in port 
from Santa Rosalia, Mex., had an unusual 
and exciting experience in the Gulf of 
California on May 13 with a swordfish. 
The vessel was going south with a cargo 
of merchandise from San Francisco and 
was speeding along at a nine-knot rate, 
when suddenly che crew saw that the sea 
was greatly disturbed. 

8 officers were unable to account for 

the phenomenon and watched the unusual 
dene with amazement. Without warning 
the barkentine received a severe shock 
that carried every man aboard ffom his 
feet. For an instant the vessel was ar- 
rested in its progress and. qutvered like a 
wounded then slowly got — 
way again. 3 

Capt. Glazier was unable to account for 
the strange adventure until he arrived at 
Santa Rosalia, where the vessel discharged 
its cargo and her hull was examined. In 
the hold of the ahip, sticking through the. 
timbers, protruded the extreme end of 
the sword of a swordfish. Abou 
inches was broken off with a sledge- 
hammer and this piece is. now preserved 
on board. It is thought that the fish had. 
mistaken the hull of the barkentine for a 
‘whale and was bent on taking ite life. 
„The sword struck the barkentine on the 
starboard side at a point below the water- 
line beneath .the forechain plates, pene- 
trating the five-inch plank and one of the 
ship’s timbers, where it was broken, leav- 
ing eighteen inches of the weapon stick- 
ing in the vessel’a side. Capt. Glazier 
says it was the most, remarkable adven- 
ture he had ever experienced at sea. The 
fish must have been of immense size to 
have struck the vessel with such force as 
to drive its. sword through the rw 
tag new vessel“ s side.

BONDED GOODS. 


| A Flurry Caused by the Tariff Bill's 


Passage. 
Associated Press’ Leased-wire Service. 

NNW YORK, Aug. 15.—The World this 
morning says that the 125 bondéd ware- 
houses of the government in this city are 
crowded from cellar to garret with im- 
ported goods on which tariff duties have i 
mot been paid. Deputy Collector Duryea 
of the warehouse division of the Customs 
Department says of the goods that are 
stored under bond awaiting the general de- 
crease in duties, that the import values 
placed upon goods in bonded warehouses 
on July 31 was $37,768,195, which was 
an increase of $10,000,000 over the pre- 
vious month’s report. The first two weeks 
of August have shown. steady gain, also 
there is estimated $40,000,000 worth of 


goods on hand. 

Deputy King, chief of the withdrawal 
division, estimates that the government 
will receive about $30,000,000 in customs 
duties by the withdrawal of goods now in 
bond in this city. ae 

Among the numerous articles held in 
bond: are 13,180,880 square yards of wool 
dress goods ‘with an import valuation of 
$2,434,469. One month ago the amount 


| was about half, showing that very large 


1 were made during July. Of tin 
there are 18,161,657 pounds in bonds which 
the néw bill admits free. The imports of 
thas 1 almost doubled during July. 
The report of June 30 showed gloves to 
the Value of $267,907 in bond, while on 
July 31 the amount 
$426,834.

By this 
means New York warehouses hold large 
quantities of whisky, while at Bremen, 
Hamburg and Bermuda there are hundreds 
of thousands of gallons awaiting re- 
houses at Kentucky and IIMnois nts | 
hold the majority of the product. There 
has been practically no trade for a year 
ahd the accumulation is enormous. 

The Senate ‘bill increases the bonded 
period to eight years. The New York 
warehouses on June 30 held 449,163 proof 
gallons of whisky. By July 31, the amount 
increased to 700, 150 proof gallons of 
Whisky, large shipments being brought 


back from abroad in anticipation of the 


tariff changes. Owing to the uncertainty 
of affairs, the payment of the tax was left 
until the last minute, not only in New 
York, but all over the country. 

The first firm to get in line was Paris, 
Allen & Co., who paid $50,000 at the 
Customhouse yesterday. This firm alone 
expects to pay $400,000 in the next few 
days, and in various parts of the country 
nearly $500,000 whisky taxes will be paid 
in the Customhouse. The Distillers and 
Cattle-feeding Company, better known as 
the Whisky Trust, ‘will pay an enormous 
amount, it being estimated at over 
$5,000,000.. A report was current in Wall 
street that a loan for that amount was 
being negotiated. 

Sugar is another interesting article 
which -will be affected by the new law.

“Hi der, Muffins! de cop’s a-comin,” 
and with this shrill tocsin a dozen or more 
dock-rats at the Fulton ferry, a 
their scanty garments and scampered o 
like so many real rodents, hiding in divers 
nooks and crannies along the pier. It 
you stroll along East River where the 
fishing smacks are packed like sardines in 
a box, you will not have to wait long be- 
fore being a spectator to just such a scene, 
But in spite of the cops“ the New York 
street urchins continue to reggle them- 
serves in the forbidden water, and gener- 
ally have an enthusiastic audience to ap- 
plaud them whenever some particularly 
daring feat is performed. Said a celebrated 
swimmer the other day: 

“If you want to see the most n 
divers in the city go down to the 
River among the fishcars.”’ 

These latter are large cases ten feet 
square and four feet deep, in which fish 
are kept fresh for market, after being un- 
loaded from the boats. They are made of 
slats nailed close enough to prevent the 
fish from escaping, but allowing the water 
to percolate. Sometimes they are packed 
solidly, but oftener there dre openings 
from two to six feet square, and these 
are monopolized by the boys for swimming 
baths. mong other daring things they 
do is to dive fifteen or twenty feet off the 
boom of a fishing smack into openings 
hardly large enough to receive their bod- 
les. Of course, there is constant danger, 
for boats and steam tugs continually move 
about, closing up the o ee and then 
there is the police, liable at any moment 
to steal a march on them. But these 
things add to the excitement and make 
the sport more enjoyable to them. 

“Of what use is diving?’ Well, for 
example, in bringing up an object from 
the bottom and in saving life, where it is 
almost always necessary to dive down after 
the body. Outside of the purely utilitarian 
consideration it is a delightful sénsation 
and adds greatly to the pleasure of swim- 
ming. Everybody can learn to dive and 
practice it without any bad results. It 
is held by many persons that diving pro- 
duces headache. It may do this at first. 
but if the diving is done at the right time 
of day and not to excess the temporary 
rush of blood to the head will do no harth. 

The art of diying is best learned by 
gradual approaches. After you are accus- 
tomed to putting your head under water 
and keeping your eyes open, stoop by the 
water’s edge with your elbows resting on 
your knees and your hands in the posi- 
tion for the breast stroke. Now. plunge 
in, but do not open your eyes until your 
head is under water, striking the water 
with eyes open will cause them to be- 
come blood- shot. 

Continue this until you can dive from a 
N posture and finally when standing 
erect. 

The most natural position for a dive is 
to hold both arms forward, inclosing the 
head as a wedge, the chest inflated, the

knees together, the body bowed stightly | » 
toward the water, In striking the water 
one must be careful not to fall flat, but 
to throw the legs up in the air and to 
cleave the water with the hands. 

In swimming under water, the breast - 
stroke is the best. When you want to go 
down deeper, raise your hands in making 
the recovery and when you want to come 
up paddle the water down under your 
stomach and chest. The plunge. differs 
from the dive in that the body is held 
rigid without moving a muscle. The great 
thing here is to have as little resistance 
as possible, the head and chest are thrown 
back, the legs together and the feet laid 
straight out. The swimmer comes to the 
surface simply by turning the palms of 
the hands upward, and descends by turn- 
ing them downward. The depth of water 
in which it is possible to dive, varies as 
the bulk of the swimmer and the angle 
with which he strikes the water. A thin 
man can go deeper than a heavy one on 
account of the resistance of the water, 
and one man will dive twenty-five feet 
into five feet of water without striking 
bottom, while another would strike it 
from a height of six feet. A good depth 
for an average dive is eight feet. J. B. 
Johnson, who for some years held the 
championship in this line, dived eighty- 
five feet into six feet of water, Last year 
a young Swede broke this record by 
diving in Lake Michigan a distance of 
140 feet, but into water of great depth. 
Steve Brodie dropped from Brooklyn bridge, 
also 140 feet, in a second and a_half. 

Before doing so, however, he weighted 
his feet -down with forty pounds of lead, 
which insured his landing right side up. 

Salt water is much more buoyant than 
fresh.’ When a diver is sent down 300 
feet to a sunken vessel he is weighted 
down with 300 pounds of lead. It. is about 
impossible to go deeper than thic for the 
pressure is so great that it almost crushes 
the copper head piece, while the buoyancy 
is such that a diver can scarcely keep 
from coming to the surface. ,

The 
best plan would probably be for the 
City Council to set aside certain dis- 
tricts within which boring for oil can 
be carried on, and to provide that the 
proper_ machinery shall be used, so 
that as little nuisance as possible be 
created. To do this, however, it will 
be necessary to have the oil belt prop- 
erly outlined. The Chamber of Com- 
merce recently passed a resolution ask- 
ing the State Mineralogical Bureau to 
make a survey of the oil-boring coun- 
try south of the Tehachepi, similar to 
that which has been made of the 
northern part of the State. As soon as 
this shall have been done, it will be 
possible to decide upon the limits 
within which boring for oil may be 
carried on. Meantime, as we have 
previously stated, we believe that the 
most profitable part of the business 
will be found in boring outside of the 
city limits, where acres can be ob- 
tained in place of town lots. Many of 
the wells that are now being sunk in 
the city are going down too near to- 
gether, and will undoubtedly drain 
each other before long. 

Finally, the fact should not be lost 
sight of, that there are interests, such 
as the Standard Oil Company and the 
Puente Oil Company, which are not in 
favor of the development of these local 
wells, and it may be expected that 
they will, in a quiet way, throw ob- 
stacles in the path of their develop- 
ment. 


RIVERSIDE COUNTY. 


_Among the bright galaxy of counties 
‘which form what is known as South- 
ern California, Riverside is the young- 
est, but by no means the least in im- 
portance. In some respects. Riverside 
is the most interesting of the seven 
counties of Southern California, as it 
exemplifies more completely than any 
other county the manner in which 
water, when backed by pluck and cap- 


deserts into flourishing orchards and 
vineyards, and build up prosperous 
communities in localities where a few 
years ago eoyotes, jackrabbits, go- 
phers, lizards and rattlesnakes were 
the only living things to be seen. 

It is less than twenty-five years ago, 
or, to be more precise, twenty-three 
years ago last March, that the first 
fruit trees were planted in Riverside, 
which at that time was the only white 
settlement in what is now known as 
Riverside county. There were at that 
time not more than three hundred peo- 


county. Of these at least three-fourths 
were Spanish, Mexicans, Indians and 
half-breeds. In 1870, when the first 
steps were taken toward the formation 
of the Riverside colony, the site of 
that now-flourishing city was an arid 
plain, dotted with cactus and brush. 
The pioneers who settled there were 
filled with high hopes and ambitions, 
but certainly not one of them, in his 
wildest dreams, anticipated such de- 
velopment as has since been seen, 
We are led to these remarks by a 
perusal of the report of the County 
Assessor of Riverside county, which 
shows that there are now more than 
fifteen hundred thousand fruit trees 
growing in the county, of which one- 
third are in bearing. This includes 
over one million orange trees, about 
half of which are producing fruit. 
The most rapid increase of late years 
has been in olive-planting, of which 
trees there is a total of 35,000, only 5 
per cent. of which are yet in bearing. 
There are also 1726 acres of grape- 
vines in the county. When, within a 
few years, all these million and a half 
‘fruit trees come into, bearing, the 
product of the county from this source 
alone will be immense. A low esti- 
mate would be $2,000,000. Outside of 
fruit, there are no less than 63,464 
acres in grain and hay. The total 
planting of fruit trees during the past 
season is several thousand acres more 
than the previous year. This, how- 
ever, is only a beginning. During the 
past couple of years there has been a 
remarkable development in the irriga- 
tion resources of the county, especially 
in the San Jacinto and Perris regions, 
which are rapidly being transformed 
from dry plains into green and four- 
ishing gardens. | 
The development of Riverside county 
has really only just begun; but, as it 
is, it offers a wonderful example of 
what can be done in Southern Cali- 
fornia witb land which, to the unprac- 
ticed eye, appears to be absolutely 
‘worthless. — Within the next deeade

(Chicago Times; An alligator’s tenacity 
of life is remarkable. I have no doubt 
that when its brain is pierced by a bullet 
the animal’ dose not long survive, ‘but it 
sinks into deep water, where it cannot be 
seen. I have aucceeded in killing and bag- 
ging an alligator by a shot in the brain. 
The structure of the skull provides so 
much protection to the brain and a bullet 
might easily be deflected by the hard 
bones, It was not my vocation to go about 
killing aligators, but . on one occasion 1 
was witness to the great difficulty of taking 


the animal’s life. 

We were in a shooting party near the 
Pointee indigo factory on the Ganges, and 
one day, when we returned from our 
morning’s round in the jungles after deer 
and always a possible tiger or a wolf, we 
found that some fishermen had brought in 
an alligator about six feet long, securely 
bound on a bullock cart. The animal was 
still alive, but bad evidently been severely 
beaten to make him quiet on the bullock 
cart, so the order. was given to tie a 
stout rope around its loins and to turn it 
into a small tank to refresh and recover 
itself while we were taking our baths and 
our breakfast. 

Breakfast over, the alligator was hauled 
out of the tank, and was quite lively, so 
that it had to be fastened to a tree.

Jacketing a Great Gun. 

(Washington Star:: For the last two 
or three days efforts have been made to 
jacket the nickel-steel gun at the Wash- 
ington Navy-yard; but as yet success has 
not rewarded the ‘work in that direction. 
Several excuses have been offered as to 
why the Sellers system of jacketing -has 
not been satisfactory. It has not been 
fully determined yet, however, as to 
whether the system is at fault. The pro- 
cess. of jacketing is to lower the tube of 
the gun into a pit, in which is also a 
furnace. The jacket is heated, and, after 
having reached a proper temperature, and 
hence a proper expansion, it is lowered 
down over the tube, A stream of eold 
water is shot up through the tube, which 
28 it off, and the jacket shrinks to the 
tube. 
The most important part of the work is 
to heat the jacket with a certain degree 
of’ uniformity, and for this purpose va- 
rious methods of heating are usually tried. 
Sometimes coal is used and sometimes 
wood. For the nickel steel gun, however,

result. An attempt was made Friday to 
shrink the jacket on. The tube was put 
into the pit and the jacket heated, but 
when it was lowered on the tube it was 
noticed that a little part stuck. If the 
jacket had remained on the tube long 
enough for the cold water to be turned 
on, great difficulty would have resulted 
to get it off, dut immediately the uneven 
part was discovered & was gotten off, and 
an investigation commenced.

Speaks Out in Meeting.

George W. Knox is of small stature and 
humble in appearance, but he possesses & 
resonant voice and has the courage of his 
convictions, as members of the Seventh 
Ward Republican Club found out to their 
entire satisfaction last evening. More than 
this, the same club members agreed with 
Mr. Knox in the sentiments expressed. 

The meeting of the Seventh Warders 
held last evening in Panorama Hall was 
full of fire and energetic action. The 
theme discussed was on the line of eriti- 
cism of the decision of the Executive Re- 
publican Committee in ordering that no 
meeting of the County Central Committee 
be held. 

Mr. Knox looked upon the action of the 
committee as unwarranted, arbitrary aud 
uncalled for. He thought that the sub- 
committee certainly arrogated to itself 
undue authority when it resolved to pre- 
vent the calling together of the general 
committee, and he made a stirring speech 
on the subject. 

Brooker, the under-Sheriff, he «claimed, 
together with Melvin Mudge, another dep- 
uty sheriff, were the instigators of the 
movement; at least they supported it and 
Brooker seemed to be the leader in the 
whdle transaction. Mr. Knox then went 
on to make particular reference to Brooker. 
He said that the latter was elected. a 
member of the committee from Artesia, 
but for nearly two years past he had re- 
sided in the city. At a meeting of the 
County Central Committee a resolution 
was offered and adopted providing that 
vacancies should be declared to exist 
wherever committeemen moved out of their 
respective precincts.

In your issue this 
morning you say we have one consolation 
in the present tariff change, “that business 
cannot very well get any w than it is 
at present, and that any change must be 
one for the better.” I fear the future wil 
prove you are sadly in the wrong. B 
ness is always lively for a while when the 
dam breaks and the mill is swept away. 

Free wool alone, with its resultant de- 
struction of American woolen mills, is 
one of the greatest calamities that could 
befall the nation, and especially this Pa- 
cific Coast, which excels Australia in its. 
natural advantages for raising and man- 
ufacturing combing wool, as much as para- 
dise excels purgatory. The fall of sil- 
ver in Indfa has ruined the market for 
American wheat and cotton.

NEW YORK, Aug. 14.—Bicycling has 
taken fast hold of the people, and the

Moreover, 
utilizing Brucke’s discovery that the cornea 
and crystalline of the ox and the rabbit 
absorb the violet and ultra-violet rays, 
light was allowed to fall on the eyes of 
frogs, after having been previously filtered 
by passing through the eye of a rabbit.

MILITARY BICYOLISTS. 

One of the most striking features of the 
military development of the last few years 
in Europe is the enormous increase in the 
number of bicycles used. In Holland mem- 
ders of the various bicycle clubs, who have 
attained the age of 21, are given special 
inducements to join the army. They are 
recouped during their period of military 
instruction, for the wear and tear of their 
machines, besides being found in uni- 
forms and allowed a regular pay daily. In 
return, they bind themselves for five yeara 
to be ready when called out by the War 
Minister. In both Portugal and Spain, bi- 
cycle instruction in the infantry and rifle 
corps now forms a specialty, and money 
prizes are offered to the best riders. in 
Bulgaria 10 every six divisions a bicycle 
corps, cohsisting of one non-commissioned 
Officer and eight men, is told off,.and in 
Denmark a certain proportion of recruits 
are instructed in bicycling for special 
service in the carrying of dispatches, posts, 
etc. France has a contingent in every 
regiment told off for bicycle work, and in 
the, Swedish army the velocipede corps 
wear infantry uniform and are armed with 
revolvers. , Ten men in every-division are 
detailed to this corps, and are specially 
instructed in fore-post duty, the reading 
of military maps and the surveying of 
roads, bridges, etc.

Mr. Musterd, who has been ¢amilier’ 
with their ins and outs in other railway 
labor unions, They appear to have been 
false to the old unions and to their asso- 
clates. They have motives of greed and 
revenge in attempting to disrupt the old 
organizations, and he says that, in trying 
to accomplish their purposes, they are 
willing to sacrifice every railroad man in 
the United States.“

@UPREME COURT OPINIONS REO 

Six opinions in relation to cases ap- 
pealed from this, Kern and San Diego 
counties were received by Deputy Clerk 
Sesnon of the Supreme Court yesterday for 
filing in this city. 

‘Those of the most importance are pub- 
lished. in full, the others being condensed, 
as follows: 

Germain Pallisier (respondent) vs. Aure* 
Ha J. Corker (appellant.) This action is 
brought for a perpetual injunction to re-. 
strain the defendant from obstructing an 
alleged alley-way situated between the re- 
spective lots of land of the parties. The 
relief prayed for was granted, and this 
appeal is prosecuted from such judgment 
and an order denying a motion for a new 
trial.

THE PRICE EXAMINATION. 

In the township Court yesterday J. C. 
C. Price appeared before Justice McLean, 
sitting for Justice Bartholomew, for pre- 
liminary examination upon the charge of 
having embezzled about $570 from the 
Hermitage Vineyard Company, on or about 
July 15 last. 

Horace Bell, Zsq., conducted the case for 
the prosecution by consent of the District 
Attorney, while the defendant was repre- 
sented by W. W. Holcomb, Bsq. 

The first witness called on behalf of the 
prosecution was E. Machris, one of the 
members of the firm above named, who 
testified to the effect that the defendant 
Price had been employed by him in the 
capacity of solicitor and collector from 
May last up to the time of his arrest, a 
few weeks ago. That as such employee 
he took orders from customers, delivered 
the goods, and subsequently collecte 1 for 
them, settling up evefy month. That he 
handled a considerable sum of money 
every month, the firm having a large num- 
ber of regular customers. That, upon in- 
vestigation, witness found that several 
accounts had beet collected.by his collec- 
tor, but the money had net been turned in, 
and, upon discovering this state of affairs 
an effort had been made to discover the 
amount of Price’s shortage, with the re- 
sult that sums amounting-to at least $570 
had been ascertained as paid to him. The 
witness Machris then showed conclusively 
by Price’s ledger and order books, and a 
bundle of receipts, the different amounts 
collected by Price for which he had failed 
to account, 

Upon cross-examination Machris was 
called upon to produce his contract with 
Price, a voluminous document drawn up 
by G. LeMesnager, to the effect that he 
should be allowed a discount upon certain 
Classes of goods, and was to de held re- 
sponsible for all goods. 7 

With the introduction of this document 
the defense showed its hand for the first 
time, for if, as will undoubtedly be at- 
tempted, it can be shown that Price vir- 
tually purchased the goods from his em- 


rate to customers, he cannot technically 
be convicted of embezzling his own money. 

The witness Machris was examined at 
considerable length by defendant’s counsel 
on the subject of his business relations 
with -Price, in the line indicated, and was 
temporarily withdrawn to admit of the in- 
troduction of the testimony of several of 
the firm’s customers, from whom Price 
had collected various sums. The case, 
which promises to be prolonged for sev- 
éral days, will be taken up again this 
morning.

SURGICAL EXPERIMENTS ON A 
| WEAK-MINDED BOY. 


" Waken from His Home Against the 
Wishes of His Guardian by the 
Operator — Talking of 


| There are some pectiliar circumstances 

connedted with a very delicate surgical 
operation performed upon young Albert 
Peters in this city last Sunday mornipé, 
which would seem to indicate that cranks 
of a cértain kind are dangerous people to 
have at large in a community. It would 
Also seem as though there must be some 
process of law whereby. the natural guar- 
dian of a boy who is not in full possession 
of his faculties can prevent a stranger 
coming to his house and spiriting the lad 
away, although expressly forbidden, for 
the purpose of performing an operation 
upon his body. 

The friends of William Peters, who 
works at the Westlake grocery on Alvarado 
street, and who is the elder brother and 
proper guardian of the boy in question, 
have been trying to impress this aspect 
of the affair upon his mind for three days 
now, and want him to prosecute the of- 
fender for his criminal conduct. But 
young Peters doesn’t court notoriety, and 
doesn’t want to prosecute, although he 
is assured that he has an excellent case. 

“All I want.“ he said yesterday to a 
Times reporter, is to have the fellow ex- 
posed so that he won’t be trying his 
cranky theories on any one else, and per- 
haps injuring them a good deal more seri- 
ously than he did my brother. i. 
“Two weeks ago the man, whose name 

is Lewis H. Rogers, came to me and 
asked if I wouldn’t let him perform a 
certain operation upon my brother. He 
has a peculiar theory regarding the cure 
of al) diseases, and said that he was sure 
jt would give my brother full possession 
of all of his faculties; but I thought that 
he was a crank, and knew that he was 
mot a properly-qualified physician, so I 
told him, emphatically, that I weufd not 
give him permission to treat Albert. 

„Last Sunday evening, when I got back 
‘from Santa Monica, I found that Rogers 
had come to our house, at No? 521 Bonnie 
Brae street, about 11 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, when our housekeeper, Mrs. Van 
Voorhees, was away at church, and had 
taken Albert away in a buggy. He took 
him to Cross’s drug store, and there he 
and a man named Palmer, and the drug- 
gist, performed the operation.

Women te Act as Drummers for a 
Chicago Firm.

CHICAGO, Aug. 15.—During the next 
few days well-dressed, ‘business-like 
women will visit the confectioneries, gro- 
ceries, drug stores and numerous other 
kinds of retail mercantile establishments 
and offer for sale a certain kind of gum. 
They will sell it, too. 

A wholesaler, said to a reporter: We 
have decided to send women through the 
city introducing our gum. We think they 
can do better than men in this line and 
certainly we ‘will give them a chance.” 

„Wall they peddle?“ 

No, unless they want to, and then we 
will give them the goods as fast as they 
furnish the security. We think it best, 
however, to send them out as commercial 
sa les women, traveling within a limited 
circle. They will de given samples and 
will take orders the same as any ‘drum- 
mer.’ The chewing-gum industry has 
growm enormously within the last few 
years and the habit of chewing the stuff 
has. spread from school girls to all de- 
' grees and conditions of men and women. 
Fortunes have been made im it and mahy 
more will be made. The competition is 
sharp and innovations in the trade are 
numerous. This is the latest. The idea 
is not original with us. A manufacturer 
in Indiana for several months has had a 
bright young woman on the road selling 
his product and during the aquilest months 
of last winter, when stagnation ruled, the 
trade of her orders for chewing-gum were 
enormous. We ‘think other women can 
do what she did and so we are hiring 
some. A man can make from $10 to $30 
a week.

“(Pacific Rural Press:) From Alexander 
Craw, querantine officer of the State Board 
of Horticulture, who has just returned from 
a trip through the southern counties, we 
gain sont new particulars respecting the 
‘work of the Rhizobius ventralis in the 
orchards of Ellwood Cooper at Santa Bar- 
bara and elsewhere. The original colony 
of these insects reached Mr. Cooper in 
May.

Mr. Craw’s observation leads him to recom- 
mend the liberation of colonies on olive 
‘trees, leaving them to extend their range 
in a natural way to other sorts of trees. 
‘He finds that colonies so started thrive 
much better than those started on citrus 
trees. In Santa Clara county he finds sev- 
eral colonies doing excellent work on the 
brown apricot scale. On the whole, he 
has no question of the value of the insect 
in its effect upon black scale, black smut 
and the brown apricot scale.. Already in 
Mr. Cooper’s orchards they are saving an 
annual outlay of between three and five 
thousand dollars, besides an infinitely 
greater loss in preservation of the vitality 
of the trees and in their better fruitful- 
ness. Mr. Craw thinks this insect may be 
depended upon to clean every orchard in 
the State of the black scale. All that it 
needs is time.

A GIRLS SHAME.

Queer Story Told to the Deputy Dis- 


trict Attorney. 

_ Yesterday fternoon a young girl giving 

her name as Ella Bowen, formerly a mem- 

ber of the Salvation Army in this city. 
went to Deputy District Attorney Rush's 
office and told a sad story of ill-treatment. 

It seems, according to her story, that for

Then, she says, that before she had 
been in the room assigned her for twenty- 
four hours she was told by old Mrs.
